Group ac- 
tion is the answer, said the or- 
ganisation president, who is

Mrs Douglas thinks “Fatties 
Anonymous” has much in com- 
mon with “Alcoholics Anony- 
mous." Members of. both are 
victims of over-indulgence. 

“Fatties are starch drunks,” 
she added. “We reach for a 
sweet instead of a Scotch.” 

Mrs Douglas has slimmed 
from that 254 pounds to’200 and 
still is dropping the pounds, 
slmply by refusing second help- 
ings. She's aiming for 150 
pounds by
